The people should not be alarmed by the insistence of Canadidate 
Davis that more money should be spent on the navy. ‘His declaration 
that the 5-5-3 ratio is not being maintained in the naval strength of 
the United States, Great Britain and Japan is wholly beside the point, | 
for the simple reason that there never was such a ratio agreed upon 
except as to capital ships and aircraft carriers. 

The parties to the Washington armaments conference are de- 
veloping other elements of their naval strength precisely as they sec 
fit’ because there is no threaty to limit them. In destroyers. the | 
American navy is far ahead of all other nations. In air craft 


carriers, light cruisers, airplanes attached to the fleet, and submarines 
we are nearer a 5-5-3 ratio than at any time since the Washington 
conference. Large additions have been made or are being made to, 
each of those arms of the service. | 

We have a few coal burning battleships that should be convert- 
ed into oil burners if they are to function at their highest efficiency, 
but it is a question whether the money should be spent on them or 
devoted to a further increase of our strength in the air. | 

That is a matter that President Coolidge and his expert advisers 
will decide. | But the fact is, Mr. Davis’s hints to the contrary not- 
withstanding, that the United States navy is today a stronger means 
of defense than it was when the Washington ireaty was signed and 
when the much-misunderstood 5-5-3 ratio was adopted. 


FRENCH REFUND IN PROSPECT | 

It is understood that France is getting ready to refund her 
debt to the United States, and that a French commission will come 
to Washington before the end of the year to discuss the subject with 
the American foreign debt commission. This development is the 
result of the careful tact and diplomacy of the Coolidge administra- 
tion. : 

Not once has an insistent note been dispatched to France for a | 
debt settlement. President Coolidge recognized that the French strug- | 
gle to obtain reparations from Germany occupied the attention of 
that government to the exclusion of other matters, and that a debt 
agreement could not be expected until a European settlement had 
taken place. 

That settlement has found expression in the Dawes plan, and 
the refunding is to follow as a natural result Thus .we see that the 
Dawes plan may not only be the means of ending the strife in 
Europe but also of returning billions of dollars to American tax- 
payers that they had almost despaired of ever seeing again.

Start Work on 
Second Caisson 


Work has begun yesterday on the 
second of the great caissons dor the 
great center tower pier of the Car- 
quinez Bridge now being built by 


Duncanscn and Harrelson for the! 


American Toll bridge Company. The 
first caisson will be moved to deep- 
er water at the north side of the 
construction wharf, today. 

Fach cf the great cassions consists 
of a timber crib shell heavily re-in- 
forced with steel. The shell is 40 
feet square outside dimensions and 
contains four dredging walls made 
by the arrangement of the inside par- 
titions. : 

As each of these caissons is com- 
pleted to a height of thirty feet, it 
will be towed to the center of, the 
signed steel guide frame after which 
they are anchored im a specially de- 
signed tank, 

The cassions will continue sinking 
them the while by the addition of 
concrete between the wails. As soon 
as they reach the strait bottom dredg- 
ing will commence. 

The cassions when completed will 
extend ten feet above water. They 
will penetrate to rock, first through 
about 80 feet of water and 25 feet of 
granular materials. They have, there- 
fore, a total height of wbout 130 feet 
above bed rock. 


When their cutting edges have 
reached foundation bed ,the dredg- 
ing wells and all other portions of 
the crib work will be — concrete 
heavily reinforced. : 

The tem portion of the crib is de- 
signed as a detachable cofferdam 
Which will be removed to a distance 
about 15 feet below mean low 
Water.
